ground. The subject turned and ran in an unkno^vn direction. 

At the end of this large lawn area, situated oetween long apartment 
houses, is South Stafford Street. It was likely that the subject would 
turn either to the left or to the right rather than continuing straight 
which would have taken him into a lighted shopping district. Therefore, 
the three men with rae electevl to cover the escape route to the right 
and as I thought three men were enough for that direction, I went off 
to cover the escape route to the left. 

On the left side of the apartment building, all was v^ery quiet and 
peaceful. No person was in sight. There was before me a parking 
area and, as it was very dark, it was necessary to walk in between 
the cars in order to see if the person might be hiding there. This I 
did looking between the cars.

MEMORANDUM FROM W. C; SULLIVAK TO MR. A. H. BELMONT 



After Ibokirigbetweentwp or three cars, I heard a slight scuffing 
noise at the opposite side of the car from where I was. I looked 
around the- back end of the car to see a man rise up in the darkness. 
I moved in on him , quickly and he commenced to run around the front 
of the nearby car.- I told him I wanted to talk to him but he seemed 
disinclined to do this. 

We were only a few feet from each other and I caught up with the 
man in a moment or two, grabbed him and we both crashed to the 
ground not very many feet from where it all started. 

10. On crashing to the ground, the subject did not struggle at all nor did 

he make any attempt whatsoever to fight. Instead, he stretched out 

on his stomach, doubled up and commenced to wTithe and squirm in 

what appeared to be intense agony as he moaned: "I am badly hurt, 

<call a doctor." He continued to writhe and moan with apparent pain. 

11. The horrible thought occurred to me that I might have collided with 
an innocent person and not the subject.

I asked the moaning man, who continued to say he was badly hurt, 
what was the matter with him. It was true that for some reason or 
the other we did hit the ground unusually hard, but not hard enough 
to cause him all the apparent agony. He replied to my question that 
he was a. cab driver, that he had just delivered a fare on that darkened 
street, and that a man had assaulted him, robbed him of all his money, 
knocked him down and stolen his cab. He kept insisting that he was 
badly hurt, but wanted to get up and look for his cab. He sounded 
rather convincing, but I told him he was not well enough by his own 
admission to look for any cab so he had better stay on the ground. 

At that moment, another mxan came out of the darkness crouched 
over and acting oddly as if he was about to join the fray. Not knowing 
which side he was on, I jumped up and perhaps a little too curtly and 
roughly inquired as to who he was and what he wanted. Later it 
seemed to me he thought I had been a bit abrupt as he came to help 
out in the apprehension. But, at the time, I had no way of knowing

and was all for continuing the fight. We persuaded him not to do so 
and, with considerable reluctance, he agreed not to. 

The Arlington County Police next arrived and organized chaos and 
confusion compounded prevailed with men and women pouinng out of 
their apartments giving conflicting stories and with the police vainly 
trying to take dovm the comments, names, addresses, etc. At that 
point, I left forthwith and returned to ray apartment. Subsequently, 



the poli ce asked for my name and employment and it was given to them, 
' J told me I would be called to testify in court on

to testify on Tuesday, but possibly at a later date.

It is to be noted that the subject lied on two specific occasions to me 
directly. He lied when he said he was robbed of all his money, for 
on searching him, I found he had a number of bills on him. He lied 
when he toid me some person had driven off in his cab, for his cab 
was foimd parked only about twenty yards from where I encountered 
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him. Apparently he was on his way to it when unknowingly I got 
between him and his cab. 



COMMENTS: 



I think I I of the Departbaent of Justice (unknown to 

me before this brawl) performed splendidly in this matter. It is to be noteci/ 
he rushed out into the darkness and was the first t o locate and fight with the 
subject. Although the subject broke away and ran, | | c;aught_up with him 

a second time and another bruising fist fight followed/ before ]"^ was knocked' 

to the ground and the subject e scaped fo r a second time. Despite the fact that 
the subject escaped twice from I K who is said to b e a form er boxer), it 

appeared evident to me on colliding with the subject that i I had given him 

a terrific pounding, and I have no doubt that this was the reason why the subject 
was unable to struggle or iv^ht when we hit the ground. 

As indicated, the subject is white, looked to be six-foot tall and weighs 
probably around 170 to ISO pounds. He may be in his late twenties or early 
thirties. He acted oddly and may have taken drugs or had been drinJdn g, but 
I must say I did not notice the odor of intoxicants on him. I I told me ^ 

that when he was fighting with the subject, he gave the appearance of being 
berserk, uncomm.only vicious, possibly mentally deranged temporarily. 

IS THERE ANYTHING TO LEARN FROM THIS ? 



Is there anything of training value in this encounter which might be 
passed on to other Agents during instruction? 1 think thtere are a few items 
of possible training value. As I analyze it now, I made four mistakes in about 
ten minutes, two of which could have been serious. First, I^^made no attempt 
to identify the subject other than asking him to stop and talk, before colliding 
with him. He could have been an innocent neighbor confused for a moment. On 
the other hand, it is difficult to identify a person who is rimning away from you. 
It poses a problem. Second , on closing in quickly on the subject in the darkness 
of the parking area, it never once occurred to me that he could have had a gun or 
knife, which I would not have known about until he h3.d used them. . I assumed 
physical conflict only. Third, on hi tting the ground, I did^not think of searching 
the subject until the neighbor ] | came up and mentioned the possibility of a 

gun or knife as his reason for not approaching the subject- I then sjearched the 
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subject, but found nothing in the way of a weapon. Four, it was also a mistake 
for me to be halfway convinced that the subject was seriously hurt and needed 
a doctor immediately. 

These mistakes made by me may be of some value in cautioning other 
Agents during training courses in this field.

The Howe statements backed by the 60 articles reflect positive 
action and benefits and far outweigh our concern over Senator Cain getting 
in to one of the lectures. It seems to me that we ought to reconsider our decision 
of discontinuing SuUivan's appearance before the Foreign Officer's Institute 
because obviously they wiU be more cautious in the future and even Cain did not 
intend to utiUze the informaUon adversely against the Bureau as was originally 
reported. If a half a dozen Howes could be influenced, great good could inure not 
only to the Bureau, but to thp country. 

I, accordingly, recommend that at the next session of the Foreign 
Officer's Institute Sullivan's lectures be reinstituted.

PHISIOAL CONDITION 

Inspector Sullivan contacted the Personnel Section 9-28-55 to 
advise that he had a recent flare-up of his respiratory condition and 
that he had been on sick leave September 26 and 27. During this time 
he was able to reduce^ his fever by medication and returned to active 
duty Wednesday^ 9-28-55. He stated that he was. still weak and was 
getting cold sweats but was having no difficulty breathing. He said 
his temperature was normal and he requested a check up at Bethesda. 

Arrangements were perfected for Mr. Sullivan to be examined 
at Bethesda on Thursday^ 9-29-55^ and the doctor was fully briefed on 
his previous medical history. 

From history standpoint^ Mr. Sullivan has had periodical ,. 
respiratory flare-ups since 1-26-53 when he became initially ill with 
influensa. Since then he has been^ periodically hospitalised' for the 
condition when flare-ups have been severe and for a time he was given - 
temporary assignment at Tucson^ ATi:isonay to determine if climatic,, 
change would assist his condition. Thus far^ although no definite 
medical diagnosis has ever been made as to ;bhe exact cause of his 
condition^ the doctors at Bethesda consider his condition to be chronic 
bronchitis* They adviseHjmny different germs or viruses will cause 
reactiva:tion of this chronic; condition which can then only be checked 
by appropriate medication but which will not render him invulnerable 
to future attacks. They felt the frequency of these flare-ups will 
diminish when he builds .up general resistance to these infections.

You were advised 10-3-55 that Mr. Sullivan was sent to the 
U. S* Naval Hospital^ Bethesda^ for a check up due to a recurrence of 
his respiratory condition 9-29-55 and that the doctor had been briefed 
fully on his history. Tou were also advised that our medical examiner 
referred Mr. Sullivan to the Chest Clinic at Bethes da where he was 
examined and that fluoroscopy examination revealed no evidence of 
bronchial obstruction on forced expiration. The doctor found an area 
of localised wheesing in the base of his right lung^ particularly on 
forced expiration. The doctor ^s '^Impression^^ is that Mr. Sullivan has 
acute Bronchitis of an intermittent nature. He suggested that *Mr. 
Sullivan return if he had any repetition of chills and fevers in order 
that he could be given a Malaria smear test at the time of the fever ^ 
due to Sullivan's exposure to tropical diseases in North Africa^ Spain^ 
Portugal^ Latin America^ etc. Mr. Sullivan was given medication to 
check the recent flare-up. Tou will recall he has had respiratory 
difficulty since 1-86-53 when he first became ill with influensa. Since 
that time he has periodically been hospitalised when these attacks are 
severe and was given temporary assignment at Tucson^ Arisona, to 
ascertain if climatic change would assist him. No definite medical 
diagnosis of the cause of his difficulty has yet been made although he 
has been studied by many doctors andy in the past^ received .an extensive 
^work-up by archest specialist at the Naval Hospital at Bethesda. The 
latter 's opinion was that Sullivan has chronic bronchitis which can only 
be checked by appropriate medication which will not render him 
invulnerable to future attacks but that the frequency of such attacks 
will diminish when he develops resistance to these infections. 

On. 10-4-55 Mr.' Sullivan advised the Personnel Section that he 
was still bothered with^^his respiratory condition. An offer to assist 
him through the Bethesdci<fapility-was made but he advised that he had 
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Health Service 

Mr.^BejMont (Personal and Confi^Untial) 
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decided ±0 place himself under the care of Br. Frank Aahburn. He siated 
that he had seen Dr» Ashburn since Q^SQ-SS and that the latter believes 
he may have bronchiectasis which is defined as a chronic dilation of the 
bronchi* Dr. Ashburn has decided to give Mr. Sullivan additional tests 
with the bronchoscope which is an instrument containing a light for 
inspecting the interior of the bronchi* Dr. Ashburn advised Mr* Sulli'van; 
this will confirm or rule out his present suspicion. He may follow this 
^P by further study with a bronchogram^ which examination consists of 
injecting the bronchi with an opaque matter and then examining for 
infection. Dependent upon results of those two studies^if bronchiectasis 
is found to be the cause of the trouble^ Mr. Sullivan indicated that 
\the doctor would then remove the infected area surgically. To accomplish ^ 
\these two special tests^Dr. Ashburn has set a tentative date for Mr. 
Isullivan^s admission 10-^18-^55 to an unnamed hospital in the area. 
Dr. Ashburn told Mr. Sullivan that such hospitalisation to accomplish 
these tests would require about one day only. Mr. Sullivan does -not 
desire that any effort be wade to obtain his admission to the Naval 
facility at Beth.esda^ particularly since this study will be made by 
his personal physician.-

PART J - General Comments 



WILLIAM C. SULLIVAN 

Mr. Sullivan is Chief of the Central Research Section. 
His responsibilities entail complicated and involved research 
into all phases of the Bureau ^s security work and involves the 
preparation of monographs and summary memoranda on some ^^rnost 
delicate subjects. Under Sullivan ^s guidance the Section has 
turned out a tremendous volume of mell-^coordinated, helpful 
studies most of which have gone to the field and have been of 
particular assistance to the Agents handling security matters. 
Sullivan is a hard working, alert Section Chief who gets the 
most out of the personnel in his Section. They have confidence '^ 
not only 4n his leadership but in his own unique ability to turn 
out a tremendous volume of work well presented and of consistent 
high quality. Sullivan represents the Bureau in public appearances 
speaking^ before many groups of non^Bureau personnel principally 
in the field of communism. His ability to present these matters 
has ^resulted in nine letters of commendation being received from 
outside the Bureau during this rating period. 

On June 6, 1955, Sullivan was commended by the Director 
for demonstrating courage and resourcefulness in tackling an 
individual who had broken into the home of a neighbor, making 
his apprehension possible by the Arlington Police Department. ^^^ 
On August 27, 1955, in connection with the comments of 
Colonel Charles West regarding Sullivan^s appearance before a 
group at West Point the Director commented '^Sullivan always 
does a good job.^^' 

During the inspection of the Domestic Intelligence 
Division on August 18, 1955, Assistant Director Tamm described 
Sullivan as sincere, conscientious, and dependable, ' thoroughly 
interested in the activities of the Section and a completely 
loyal Bureau official. He was described as having a helpful 
attitude and always alert in ways in which his Section can 
assist the field and other divisions at the Seat of Government. 
Sullivan was promoted to the position of Inspector on September 11, 1955i 

Sullivan had a brief flare-up of a bronchial condition 
in October 1955. He was hospitalised for examination. In March 1956 
he was certified by the Naval Medical Center as qualified for 
strenuous exertion.

Inspector Sullivan had to discontinue Ms participation in the series of 
security conferences by reason of illness* He terminated his work at New Orleans 
and returned by train to Washington, arriving here at 4:30 a, m. today. He is now 
confined at his rooming house at 508 East Capitol Street (phone Lincoln 7-9778). 

On your instructions, I telephoned Mr. Sullivan at noon today. He told 
me that his current condition is bronchitis which developed as a result of a cold 
wMch he contracted in Chicago about two weeks ago while on these assignments, 
and he could not shake it. It became worse and he consulted a doctor in 
New Orleans who prescribed achromycin which he is continuing to take. He is 
remaining in bed. He has a local personal physician whom he will contact in the 
next day or so. He states that he feels he has the ailment xmder control now. His 
fever had been elevated about 1 1/2 degrees but is now normal. He indicated that 
he felt two or three days of reist and continued medica^on would enable him to get 
back on his feet.

It followed me into Ohio. where I had. a talk to give _^_„ 
to a law enforcement convention and then persisted on accompanying me to the west coast 7 < 
Finally, in New Orleans, a minor flare up of my old bronchial infection occurred and the , 
doctor there put me on r|bchromycin and suggested I cease activities forra^ort time. I had, 
one more lecture to give - at Fort Knox^Kentucky - and I am sorry I failed you in this 
matter, I^ recovery has been a quick one and Tuesday or Wednesday will find me at work 
again. I have at long last got it through my thick head that with this chronic ^ 
bronchial weakness I have it is impossible for me to ignore or work off a cold. But, \ 
rest will do it. 

Events of the past couple of months 'in particular are jreal disturbing . 
aren't they? I refer to Russian (1) jet plane progress; {2} ICBMj (5) Sputnik ai^d 
(4) the Mideast jRed aggression. For the past couple of years you have had to wage 
the fight (almost alone at times) for the continued maintenance of an adequate internal ^ 
security program for the Nation against influential public figures who would all but * 
dismantle it. In the light of these recent events (plus the conviction in the Abel 
Case) will these powerful opponents of internal security remove their ostrich-like 
heads from the sand to recognize the reality of the situation which you have been 
forcefully and clearly describing? We must wait and observe, knowing only too well 
that "there are none so blind as those who will not see," 

Thank you again for your remembrance and your offer of assistance. I am 
once more grateful to you. As I said above I expect to be back this week, fortunately, 
at "the' same old stand" plugging away at our ever fascinating and challeng^lng work 
with renewed vigor, , ;.

The purpose of this memorandum is to report that the captioned 
employee reported for work on 2-18-58, notwithstanding the extremely 
hazardous travel conditions. In accordance with the Director's instructions 
this is to be made a matter of record in the employee's personnel file and 
considered as a COMMENDATION. 

On Saturday, 2-15-58, the Washington, D. C. , area was blanketed 
by fourteen inches of snow as a result of a storm which the Weather Bureau 
termed the worst that has struck this area in twenty- two years. Thereafter, 
high winds and near zero temperatures set in for several days making travel 
conditions extremely hazardous. 

On Monday, 2-17-58, in. recognition of the hardships and hazards that 
Federal Government employees would face in coming to work, a White House 
announcement was made encouraging such employees to stay home and take 
a day of annual leave. During the late afternoon of 2-17-58, a further official 
annoxmcement emanated from the White House instructing that all Government 
employees who were not considered essential would be excused from work 
on 2-18-58 on Administrative Leave. 

The captioned employee considered his work and his services to 
the FBI so essential that in spite of the foregoing aimouncement he took it 
irpon himself to come to work and perform his regularly assigned duties. 
This is considered a h^hly exemplary attitude on the part of this employee 
and his actions in this instance certainly demonstrate his devotion to duty and 
the fact that he places his employment with the FBI above his personal con- 
venience. 

RECOMMENDATION: 

That this memorandum be placed in the employee's personnel file .

During the rating period he has served in the research field in an administrative 
" capacity and has not handled investigative matters but has the ability to handle 
the most complicated investigative matters and the ability to participate iii raids 
and dangerous assignments and to lead such assignments. 

In his capacity as chief of the Central Research Section Mr. Sullivan 
has supervised the preparation of monographs, summary memoranda, and various 
analyses on both security and criminal matters. These have been most effectively 
done and have been of great assistance to investigative agents in the field and also 
to Bureau officials and to many other top government leaders.

Ascertain the Truth 



Because I have served 18 happy yearg in this Bureau and because the 
charge made reflects negatively upon me, I am respectfully asking this Bureau 
to ascertain the full truth in order that my record may be cleared in this case. 
It would seem to me this case should be pursued relentlessly and tenaciously 
until the truth is ascertained and the guilty person or persons subjected to drastic 
disciplinary action. If this is not done the malicious trouble making propensities 
of the person or persons involved will continue unabated. They will keep the 
Bureau disturbed and will result in loss of time, money and effort, not to mention 
the maligning of characters.

The folloiving is a brief and concise summary of Mr. Sullivan *s 
personnel file for the Director's use. 

SA Sullivan entered on duty 8-4-41 and was assigned to a 
number of Field Offices before being assigned to the Seat of Government 
on 6-25-44. He is presently assigned as Chief of the Central Research 
Section in the Domestic Intelligence Division, and he had previously 
served as Supervisor and as Supervisor in Charge in this Section. He 
was transferred to the Phoenix Office, headquarters fixed at Tucson, 
Arizona, on 8-27-53 because of a severe influenza or virus pneumonia 
which he had suffered in January, 1953, and which left him in a run-down 
condition. He returned to the Domestic Intelligence Division on 
6-4-54," on 7-18-54 he was designated as Inspector and on 11-19-54 he was 
designated Section Chief of the Central Research Unit. On 10-31-58 he 
was promoted to Grade GS-17. 

The Director saw Mr. Sullivan on 9-14-55, when Mr. Sullivan 
called to express his appreciation for his promotion to Grade GS-16 
which was effective 9-11-55. The Director told him he had done an 
outstanding job in his duties as Chief of the Central Research Section, 
and that the Director was happy the Bureau coxilid^TarLomoJ:.^^ in grade^

During the portion of the year 1958 jiist^'passed^ ^'^Mr^r^^St^^^^ 
has not been censured, he has received two leljters ofi'c6miiten&tiQ£. By 
letter dated 8-4-58 the Director congratulated**him^on-*he-'Occasion--of«-i 
his Seventeenth Anniversary with the Bureau. Numerous letters have::.been 
received by the Bureau expressing highly commendatory remarks concerning 
lectures given by him. On 3-31-58 Inspector Moore rated him EXCELLENT, 
and said he was available for assigiment wherever his services are needed « 
He was capable of and interested in administrative advancement. He had 
unique talents, however, in the research field and was doing an outstand- 
ing job in his present position. During the rating period he used 291 
hours of sick leave whereas he earned only 1^4 hours. This was necessary 
mainly as a result of bronchial weakness which Mr. Sullivan has had 
for a considerable period of time.

By memorandiim dated 9-30-58 Mr* Sullivan submitted a strong 
unqualified denial of an allegation made during an inspection of the 
Domestic Intelligence Division that he had called into his office a 
married female employee, believed to be Catholic, and asked why she did 
not have any children and was she engaging in birth control* He also 
stated that he had never at any time issued instructions that no 
employee was to leave his desk except at the appointed "break' periods, 
that candy, chewing gum, etc were not to be kept in desks, or Ihat 
employees must give a specific, detailed account of the personal nature 
of their illnesses when they claim sick leave. In this connection, the 
Director commented " I can well understand Sullivan's indignation. It 
is just as i anticipated-a vicious and malicious lie. I see nothing to 
be gained by further pursuing this matter. I have complete confidence 
in Sullivan's integrity and good judgment. H." 

His daily average overtime for the past six months was as 
follows; April, 1958, 1 hour 33 minutes; May, 3 hours 37 minutes; June, 
2 hours 56 minutes; July, 4 hours 7 minutes; August, 2 hours 31 minutes; 
and September, 2 hours 48 minutes*

With reference to your memorandum yesterday concern 
the brief prepared In the Records and Communications Division on th^j 
Fred J. Cook article and the Director's notation appearing thereon, I sho 
like for the Director and you to know that I, and those persons responsible f 
the preparation of the brief, are deeply concerned that it does not meet the 
standards you expected. Such shortcomings as may be noted resulted from a 
question of judgment and I can most sincerely state not from a lack of Interest. 
It Is respectfuUy requested that we be given the opportunity to clarify any 
defects in the brief and put it in such shape that it wUl meet every requirement. 

As to the Director's Inquiry "Just who handled the atrocious job 
In attempting to analyze the Nation article, " aside from chapter 8 which was 
prepared by thej|nvestigative Division, and chapter 9 by thepomestlc Intelligence 
Division, this analysis was handlfig jin the Crim^ .Rep^ords gepAipn. Th e bulk 
of the project was prepared by sA ^ 1 However, 

in view of the scope of the project ahd the workload 'of the section, there are 
various other supervisors who assisted from time to time. 

Concerning an Index, this brief should, of course, have one and 
one is being prepared. In order to meet my deadline, the brief In Its present 
form wasaent to my office Friday evening and copies sent to Messrs.VBelmont, (\M 
\ jAiIohr aSsulllvan for review and any suggested changes. At the time the brief 
'was given to you, such suggestions had not been received. In discussing the 
matter with the persons Involved, It was pointed out that they felt a complete 
index could not be prepared until the analysis was completed and any suggested 
changes made.

In the analysis, we went behind the data Cook had taken from 
Lowenthal. This was done by extensively utilizing the mammoth analysis 
made of the Lowenthal book when it was published. In this way we found out 
where Lowenthal was wrong and hence Cook was wrong. We likewise checked 
independent sources such as: Bureau files, congressional hearings and ' 
"Congressional Record, " books, magazines, Annual Reports of the Department 
of Justice, Appropriations Testimony, newspaper clippings. New York Times 
Index, statements and speeches by the Director, articles and books by the 
Director, Uniform Crime Reports bulletins, and FBI Law Enforcement Bulletins. 

In addition, we utilized the full facilities of the Bureau, the 
Department of Justice, and the Congressional Library. 

In conclusion, again I respectfully request the opportunity to 
complete this brief in a manner that will meet with the full approval of the 
Director and you. You may be assured that sufficient people will be assigned 
to this project to see that it is completed by the end of this week.

The following thoughts are set forth for the information of the """ 

Director relative to the lecturing being done by W. C. Sullivan outside 
the Bureau. - 

(During the past two to three months, Sullivan has kept over 20 lecture 
assignments in various parts of the country. Some of these have been quite 
concentrated in that they have been given within a few days of one another. 
For example, three lectures were given within a four-day period— one in 
Missouri, a second one in Kansas, and a third in lidiana. ~ Again within this 
short span one was given in Colorado, with a second one in New York, and a 
, third in Massachusetts. 

These lectures have been given to diverse groups iticluding public 
gatherings; members of Army, Navy, and Air Force conferences; students 
at military schools and colleges; a gathering of chaplains of the American 
Legion; and audiences composed of scientists. Materials used for a number 
of different types of lectures given ranged all the-way-fromjoQacla^sified to 
"Top Secret." , „^^, I o7-j/ ,j ^--/(f^"""'" ^^^^Hp"] 

ilt is believed that this concentrated lecture schedule

various ideas which the Bureau wishes to have emphasized in connection with

Re: LECTURES BY W. C. SCTLLIVAN 

Unless the need for it exists, as was the case this year, Sullivan is of 
the opinion that next fall his lectures should be highly selective. A representative 
number might be delivered at colleges and universities in areas from which 
come substantial criticismL of the Bureau in one form or the other. He is of the 
opinion that this type of lecture open to the public will give him a greater chance 
to get across the Bureaus point of view in channels where public opinion is molded. 
It will be recalled that the Bureau approved of a lecture to be given at Harvard 
University, but for this year at least Harvard University decided to back down *^ 
on the matter. It is Sullivan* s opinion that next year, if more normal conditions 
prevail for the Bureau, his lectures should be spaced approximately three weeks 
apart from one another and probably limited to about 10 to 15 lectures rather than 
the 20 to 25*out3ide lectures scheduled this current season. This, of course, can 
be easily arranged. Further, it will give Sullivan more opportxmity to concentrate 
on expanding research work in hia Section. 

Sullivan is looking over the lectures given by his own Section very 
carefully and is developing two of his men who will be able to substitute for him 
in the event that^he is unable to giye one of his lectures scheduled because of the 
pressure of work in his own Section or ior other related reasons. Supervisor be

As such it will command 
the respect of those who are fully co^iizant of the responsibilities of his position, 
and, at the same time, it will dispel the fog surrounding those who have been taken 
in by the unfounded claim that the Bureau is intolerant of any criticism. 

Observation 

The over-all good which can accrue to the Bureau from the evil inherent 
in Cook^s attack is obvious. Forewarned by this article of the nature of the attacks 
yet to come, the Bureau should begin now to take positive action . By refusing to 
accept the role of a def aidant on trial and by confidently assuming a strong offensive 
based on the Bureau's solid record under the Director's leadership, the Bureau can 
successfully repel these unfounded attacks, and, at the same time, lay the groundwork 
for the long-range development of a larger group of influential supporters 
representing the widest possible cross-section of public opinion. For example, 
special attrition should be given to using the FBI Laboratory to bridge the present 
gap between American sciaitists and the FBI. This is a top priority matter because 
of the undisputed importance of science in the world today, the attention it commands 
in the American press, and because of the rapidly expanding influence of scientists 
outside their own field of endeavor.
